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SHIRLEY TILGHIMAN: FROM KELVIN TO PRINCETON 


It's early 1960s in Kelvin 
High School and the halls are filled 
with studious students, art junkies, 
the smokers and the teachers you 
know you'll dislike sometime 
throughout the year. From this mix 
of 1300 students, there was one 
student who became the proud 
president of Princeton University for 
12 years: Shirley Tilghman. 


September 17, 1946, Toronto, 
Shirley Marie Tilghman was born. 
She lived a “regular” life, and went to 
Kelvin for grades 10 to 12. Her 
favorite class was English; her least 
favorite, Science. Tilghman has even 
admitted to sneaking some Jane 
Austen novels into chemistry! Besides 
the book sneaking, Tilghman praises 
Kelvin and its teachers: “I had 
teachers that were as good as any 
teachers I've had before or since,” she 
says, and says that she got a really 
superb education. A few years later, 
although her love for English was big, 
after she graduated in 1968, she went 
to Queen’s University in Kingston, 
Toronto and received her Honors 
B.Sc. in Chemistry. During her time 
at Queen’s, Tilghman spoke of a late 
history teacher who she said had a 
“really profound impact on me... By 
pointing out that getting good grades 
isn't enough. That if you're not 
thinking critically and you're not 
engaging with the world, then the 
fact that you're a good student and 
can memorize well and get lots of A’s 
may, at the end of the day, not really 
matter very much.” 


After receiving her honors 
B.Sc. she taught for 2 years at a 
secondary school in Sierra Leone, 
West Africa. Later, she earned a 
Ph.D. in Biochemistry from Temple 
University in Philadelphia. 
Afterwards, during postdoctoral 
studies, at the National Institutes of 
Health, she made some new 
discoveries, and then continued to 
make more at the Institute of Cancer 
Research in Philadelphia and also as 
an adjunct associate professor of 
Human Genetics at the University of 
Philadelphia. Tilghman then landed 
herself at Princeton University in 
1986 as the Howard A. Prior 
Professor of the Life Sciences. The 
years pass by, and she became the 
investigator at the Howard Hughes 
Medical Institute. In 1998 she took 
more responsibilities by becoming the 
founding director of Princeton’s 
multi-disciplinary Lewis-Sigler 
Institute for Integrative Genomics. In 
2001 she became the 19™ President of 
Princeton. She was elected as the first 
woman president on May 5", 2001, 
then assumed office June 15", 2001. 
To Tilghman, Princeton has two 
things to accomplish: “One is to 
ensure that our doors are open as 
wide as possible to every talented 
student in the world who is capable 
of doing the hard work we ask of 
them. And that means maintaining 
our commitment to financial aid, 
which is the tool - the critical tool - 
to get those students to Princeton. 
And the second thing is 


that we must address the most 
critical issues, and push back the 
frontiers of knowledge, and not just 
in science and technology, but in 
social policy, and in public policy, 
and in understanding the nature of 
the human condition.” Twelve years 
quickly passed by, and a man named 
Christopher L. Eisgruber would 
succeed Shirley Tilghman as 
Princeton's President on July 1“, 
What a history for an Austen loving 
good ‘ol Kelvin girl!
